Whether a patient with only one 
seizure, a normal physical ex- 
amination, two normal EEGs, and 
a negative work-up should un- 
dergo treatment with antiseizure 
medications remains a subject 
of controversy; since up to two 
thirds of such individuals never 
have second seizures, many 
practitioners delay therapy for 
them. 

When tonic-clonic seizures have 
an underlying basis (eg, hypo- 
glycemia or cardiac arrhythmia), 
the physician should diagnose 
and treat the underlying condi- 
tion. Patients identified as hav- 
ing epilepsy (more than one sei- 
zure not due to an identifiable 
precipitating factor) should un- 
dergo chronic therapy with an- 
tiepileptic medications.
